
On Monday Mr. and "Mrs. Alexander
Young will have their Golden Wed-

ding anniversary. Nothing In local
society or In local business and oth-

er circles of all kinds, has attracted
more sympathetic attention for many
a year than this anniversary of t.e
well kmwn couple. There will be a tre-

mendous gathering In response to
their "At Home" Invitations, and all
Honolulu joins In congratulating them
and wishing them many more years of
happiness.

Alexander Young was born at
Elackburn, Scotland, December four-

teenth, 1S33; the eon of Robert and
Agnes Young. His father was a con-

tractor who struggled along In the
world with a small income and a largo
family. His son Alexander took to

. the Mechanical line and was appren-

ticed for a term of Ave years with
Alexander Chaplin & Company of Glas-

gow, Scotland, as a mechanical en-

gineer and machinist.
Shortly after his apprenticeship

expired and being trusted by his
employers, he was sent by them to
London to erect machinery for them
there for several parties. He showed
marked aptness in the trade he had
chosen and at the end of 1859 he en-

tered into three years' contract with
Anderson & Company of. London to
proceed to Vancouver Island with a
ship-lou- d of machinery which had to
go around the Horn. He agreed to
erect and operate a large saw mill
plant at Albernl, but, before leaving
England he entered Into another con-

tract and married Miss. Ruth Pearce,
the daughter of Robbert and Susan
Armiger Pearce of Mundforf, Norfolk,
England, and on the sixth of March,
18G0, they were married In Mundford
Parlsi; Episcopal Church by Rev.
John Raven, Rector.

On the twenty-sixt- h ori the same
month the bride and bridegroom em-

barked on the "'Woodpecker" for a
honeymoon trip around Cape Horn to
Vancouver Island, and landed at their
destination on August twenty-sixt- h.

Mr. Young carried out 'both con
tracts most satisfactory to all con-

cerned and, in the course of ovenls,
landed at Honolulu from Albernl In the
good old ship "Egeria" on the fifth of
February, 1865,

Shortly after landing he formed a
partnership with Mr. Wm. Lldgate,
who also came from Albernl. Mr. Irri-
gate was a millwright and they put
their fortunes together and opened a
foundry and machine shop In Hllo,
Hawaii. There was not at that time
sufficient business to support their en-

terprise and after four years in tro
"narrows" it was abandoned, Lldgate
going Into sugar plantation business
and Young taking hold of the manage-

ment of The Honolulu Iron Works,
after having bought the lntorest of the
former manager, Mr. Thomas Hughes.

Inefficient machinsty for extracting
and treating juice of the sugar cane
had hitherto seriously hindered the
planters In their progress and r.Ir.
Young earnestly devoted his attenUin,
to this important matter and to the
best of his ability strove to Improve
the sugar factories in the Islands.

He retained the management of the
Honolulu Iron Works for a period of
over thirty-tw- o years, when he resign-
ed in the promotion of several com- -
Mr. C. Hedoman.

j Mr. Young Invested practically all his
, earnings In the sugar business and aid-

ed in the promotion of seveial com-

panies to work plantations. He was
for many years president of the eo

Sugar Company and vlce-presl- -,

dent of the Walakea Mill Company,
' controlling the stocks of the former
and owning of the latter.
He was also, until a few years ago,
largely interested in the Kahuku,
plantation Company, or which ho was
together with Mr. James Castle, largely

, responsible for the enterprise at the
start.

In 1887 he became a naturalized citi-

zen or Hawaii. In the following year
he was a member of the House of
Nobles and in 1889 a member of he
Constitutional Convention. When the
Provisional Government was formed he
was one of Its ardent supporters and
was, during Its existence, a member of
the advisor;; council. When the office
of Minister of Interior became vacant
by the death of the late James A.
King in 1899 he was offered and ac-

cepted the office, thereby becoming a
j member of Presldnt Dole's cabinet.

During his Incumbency tho affairs
of the Republic of Hawaii were con- -

eluded and a law passed 'by Congress
April 30th, 1900 providing that tho Is-

lands shall 'be known as the Territory
'of Hawaii. This gave Mr. Young the
distinction of having been tho last M-

inister bt the Interior of the Republic
of Hawaii.

In 1900 he commenced the erection

i
of the famous Alexander Young Build-
ing, which was 'finished in 1903, and
ready for occupation. This block was
Intended, primarily, for Hotel purposes
only, but the second floor has hitherto

I been devoted to business offices, most-
ly.

In 1905 he purchased tho splendid
, Beach Hotel at Walklkl known as the
Moana Hotel, to which ho Is at present
engaged, In building a large annex In
tho beautiful Queen Emma estate pro-

perty, where will foe a twin double
tennis court for the Hotel guests to
amuse themselves with healthful exer
cise.

A few years ago ho acquired a largo
'majority or tho stock of tho Royal
Hawaiian HoM, and now controls Its

operation and management.
Mr. Young has been fortunate In
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business in these Islands, but all tho
money ho has made has been invested
locally.

Mr. and Mrs. Young, although In the
seventies, are still active and busy. Mr.
Young Is 7 years his wite's senior.
Their family consist of nine children
now living and two sons who died In

infancy. The nine are as follows:
